Response to Restriction Requirement 
The Examiner has required restriction of the invention into the following 
groups of claims: 

I. Claims 1 -6, drawn to methods of purifying peptides by foiming peptide- 
antibody complexes, classified in class 435, subclass 7.1. 
n. Claim 7, dravvn to a method of inhibiting GHS-R signal transduction, 
classified in class 530, subclass 387.9. 

111. Claims 8-10, drawn to methods of reducing weight in mammals, classified in 
class 424, subclass 139.1. 

TV, Claims 11-13, drawn to methods of decreasing fat deposition in mammals, 
classified in class 424, subclass 178.1. 

V- Claims 14-16, drawn to methods of suppressing the appetite of mammals, 
classified in class 424, subclass 152,1. 

VI. Claims 17-19, drawn to rnethods of inhibiting growth hormone secretion, 
classified in class 424, subclass 145.1. 

Vn. Claims 20-25, drawn to methods of treating metaboUc disorders in mammals, 
classified in class 424, subclass 158.1. 

This restriction reqviirement is respectfully traversed. According to MPEP 
§ 803^ a restriction requirement is proper only when: 

(A) The ittventions are independent (see MPEP § 802.01, § 806.06, 
§ 808.01) or distinct as claimed (see MPEP § 806.05 - § 8O6.050)); and 

(B) There would be a serious burden on the Examiner if restriction is not 
required (see MPEP § 803,02, § 808, and § 808.02). 

Regarding (B), MPEP § 803 states: **If the search and examination of all of 
the claims in an application can be made without serious burden, the examiner must 
examine them on the merits, even tfaou^ they include claims to independent or 
distinct inventions." 

Applicants maintain that it would not represent an undue burden to search and 
examine the subject matter of the groups of claims listed above. Applicants point out, 
for example^ that the claims of Groups .01 through VU are grouped in the same class, 
and that a search for art covering one of these groups would most likely uncover art

covering another of these groups. Therefore, searching and examining Groups III 
through Vn in particular would not constitute an undue burden for the BxaTiiiner. 

Furtliermore, MPEP § 808.02 points out that the Examiner must provide by 
appropriate explanation vrtiy there is a serious bxirden to examining all of the claims 
of an application by showing one of the following: (A) separate classification; (B) 
separate status in tiie art; or (C) a different field of search. Applicants submit that the 
subject maner of Groups III through Vn has the same classification, the same status 
in the art; and the same field of search. MPEP §808.02 points out that where the 
classification is the same and the field of search is the same, no reasons exist for 
dividing among inventions. 

To be fully responsive, Applicants provisionally elect Group EI claims, that is, 
claims 8-10, drawn to methods of reducing weight in mammals, classified in class 
424, subclass 139.1. However, Applicants request reconsideration and withdrawal of 
the restriction requirement of the groups of claims, in particular Groups III through 
VII, for the reasons stated above.
